POLICE fear a serial sex offender 
could be operating in the area after 
linking a recent sex attack on a 
young woman with an earlier 
sexual assault at Singleton Lake. 

The most recent assault happened on 
Tuesday, December 7, on a footpath at Lodge 
Wood Drive, on the Orchard Heights estate. 

A woman, aged 20, was walking along the 
dark footpath at about 5pm when she was 
approached from behind and then sexually 
assaulted. The attacker then ran off when the 
woman began to scream. 

The nature of the sexual assault is similar to 
an incident that happened on Tuesday 
November 9 at a footpath by Singleton Lake 
less than two miles away. 

In that attack an 18-year-old woman was 
also approached from behind in the late hours 
of the afternoon, forced to the floor and sexual¬ 
ly assaulted. 

Police set up a mobile police station the next 
day in Singleton to try and gather information 
from any local people who may have been in 
the area at the time. 

An e-fit of the man suspected of the latest 
attack has been released by the police. 

The 20-year-old victim describes him as a 
white male, aged in his 30s, of stocky build and 
clean shaven. He was wearing large tinted 
glasses to hide his identity and was wearing 
what the victim describes as a fisherman's 
style hat, a brown padded jacket, dark jeans 
and dark footwear. 

Police have warned young women about the

A PLAN to erect gates 
across Church Yard 
Passage to tackle anti 
social behaviour has been 
ruled out. 

Residents around St Mary’s 
churchyard had hoped the barriers, 
which would have been locked in 
the early hours, would prevent 
damage to their properties, graffiti, 
and incidents such as yobs urinat¬ 
ing through letterboxes. 

At a recent meeting of residents 
and representatives of the Com¬ 
munity Safety Unit it was 
announced the gates could not be 
erected because of fire regulations. 

Graham Rusling from the Kent 
County Council countryside access 
service told residents the gating 
order would not be allowed because 
the properties in Church Yard 
Passage only had one escape route 
into the passage. 

However other measures were 
being taken to try and prevent the 
late night trouble in the area. Signs 
had been on lampposts, police 
patrols had been increased, new 
lighting would be erected and 
licensing officers had worked with 
pubs in the area to try and tackle 
some of the issues. 

At this stage it was too early to 
tell if the measures were having 
any impact. However residents 
were still encountering problems. 
Recently there had been noise from 
the pubs and broken bottles were 
still being found in the area. 

David Lloyd, community safety 
manager for Ashford council, told 
the meeting all available avenues to 
tackle the problem had been 
explored but monitoring would con-

tinue and individual problems 
would be addressed when possible. 

One resident Jeremy Adby said 
residents were reasonably happy 
with what had been done but the 
problems were likely to continue. 

He said: “We have got half of what 
we wanted and appreciate what has 
been done, but it has taken two and 
half years to get to this point. You 
can put up with noise but you 
shouldn’t have to put up with peo¬ 
ple peeing through your door or 
causing criminal damage. If they 
increase patrols just during the day 
that won’t solve things, it’s at two in 
the morning we have the problems.” 

Mr Adby said the real problem 
was people having too much to 
drink, especially at weekends. 

He said: “If things do not improve 
we will have to look at alcohol 
licensing. Supermarkets sell alcohol 
so cheaply people get in a much 
worse state than before because 
they drink before going to the pub. 

“Licensing laws need to take 
much more into account when deal¬ 
ing with residential areas. Licen¬ 
sing committees don’t seem to be 
aware of what residents like us 
have to put up with.”

“Unlit alleyways or footpaths 
should be avoided when it is dark and 
it is safer to walk with someone than 
to be alone.”

Following the first incident a 
26-year-old man was arrested. He 
has been released on bail pending 
further inquiries.

Trees cash to support nature 


IN these times of bailouts and spend¬ 
ing cuts, it may seem unusual to be 
spending over half a million pounds 
on Kent’s trees, but the lottery money 
is vital for the very existence of our 
rural land. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund has 
confirmed the grant of a little over 
£650,000 to ensure the county’s trees 
and woodlands have a bright future. 

The money will help pay for a proj¬ 
ect run by the environmental organi¬ 
sation BTCV. 

As National Tree Week gets under 
way, the five year scheme will involve 
hundreds of people of all ages from 
across the region in an education and 
activity programme focused on 
Kent’s rich stock of heritage trees. 

The project will also survey and 


record over 10,000 heritage trees 
across the county. It wants to cele¬ 
brate and promote the value of her¬ 
itage trees, which are defined by the 
Forestry Commission as “old trees, 
wide trees, rare 
trees and trees 
with historical 
and cultural sig¬ 
nificance”. 

Damian Green, 
MP for Ashford, 
backed the 
scheme: “This is 
a really exciting 
project. I hope it 
puts Kent’s 
young people in 
touch with their natural heritage. We 
have so many great woodlands to

enjoy in the county that we should 
celebrate them as much as possible.” 

The cash will pay for two officers to 
oversee all the activities, plus run a 
programme of courses for 330 volun¬ 
teers to become Heritage Tree 
Surveyors. 

It will also fund 24 habitat man¬ 
agement courses and 64 biodiversity 
courses, all of which will be open to 
the public. 

On top of that, there will be 480 
Woodland Wonder educational ses¬ 
sions, which although aimed at those 
under 35, are open to all. 

These will provide an introduction 
to practical conservation and the nat¬ 
ural world with fun activities like 
welly walks, natural art and music, 
tree decorating and mini-beast hunts.

MONDAY saw the first anniver¬ 
sary of the high-speed rail service. 

The impact for travellers and business has 
been dramatic, with many towns in the east of 
the county now an easy, if expensive, commute 
to the capital. 

Southeastern, which operates the service, 
says in Ashford 66 per cent of journeys to 
London are now taken on the Hitachi 395 
Javelin trains and the number of passengers 
continues to rise. 

This adds up to 7.2 million high-speed jour¬ 
neys made in Kent in the first year. 

Vince Lucas, service delivery director for 
Southeastern, said: “Numbers have been 
strong from Ashford, Canterbury, Folkestone 
and Dover, and passenger satisfaction is rated 
at 95 per cent. Ashford is capitalising on that 
growth. House building has increased despite 
the recession and house prices are up £12,000 
on average, adding £1.4 billion to the wealth 
of the town.” 

It now takes just 37 minutes to get to St 
Pancras from Ashford, but not all areas are see¬ 
ing the benefit of the new trains. 

Ebsfleet station was built in 2007 to serve a 
community that would grow around it, but the 
recession has dented those plans. 

Mr Lucas said: “The expectation in 2005 was 
that Ebbsfleet would see development from the 
station through to Bluewater. 

“Up to 2008, work was progressing, but then 
recession hit and the profit margin for building 
houses dropped and what should be an emerg¬ 


ing town is still empty chalk pits.” 

However, Mr Lucas said the new station was 
attracting customers from Dartford and 
Gravesend. From Canterbury, passenger num¬ 
bers are slightly higher than Ashford. 

In Folkestone and Dover there is increasing 
demand for the high-speed service from pas¬ 
sengers, despite the premium price. 

However, for people on the north Kent line 
the benefits are less clear. Down the line the 
development of Stratford for the Olympics may 
produce job opportunities for those living in the 
Medway towns. 


But Ashford is the clear winner when it comes 
to the benefits of the high-speed rail travel - a 
reward for agreeing to have the line pass 
through the town when the Channel Tunnel 
was built. The Hitachi depot has brought 100 
jobs to the town, maintaining rolling stock 
around the clock, and business parks are being 
leased by companies happy to relocate. 

Alistair Dormer, managing director of Hitachi 
Rail Europe, said: “It was a big challenge for 
Hitachi to introduce a new high-speed train to 
the UK. The maintainence crews have done a 
good job of keeping them clean. 


Electrical blaze 
sparks warning 

FIREFIGHTERS tackled a small blaze 
caused by a dishwasher in Shadoxhurst. 

Two crews from Ashford were sent to a 
home in Hornash Lane just before 
10.30am on Sunday. 

Steve Griffiths, director of community 
safety at Kent Fire and Rescue, said: 
“Fires can break out in appliances and 
power outlets with very little warning. 

“I recommend homeowners never oper¬ 
ate white goods such as dishwashers, 
tumble dryers or washing machines 
while out of the property or overnight.” 

The number of electrical fires increases 
at Christmas due to people using more 
adaptors and power strips. 

Mr Griffiths said: “Contact a qualified 
electrician if you notice hot plugs and 
sockets, fuses that blow for no obvious 
reason, lights that flicker and brown 
scorch marks on sockets and plugs.” 

Cable theft plea 

POLICE have discovered 100 lengths of 
telephone cable lying in a road near 
Bethersden. 

They were alerted to the theft after an 
alarm was set off at a business premises 
in Sandy Lane. 

Officers believe the cables could be 
linked to a series of metal thefts on the 
night of Monday, December 6. 

Cable worth £500 was also taken from 
Old Surrenden Road. 

After a search, an abandoned vehicle 
was found in a field off Pluckley Road. 

Police would like to speak to anyone 
who may have seen a dark-coloured 4x4 
Land Rover Discovery in the vicinity of 
Sandy Lane or Old Surrenden Manor 
Road.

Council's heavy hit 
in budget squeeze 


Stove fire rescue 

A MAN was taken to hospital on 
Friday after a blaze in Beech Drive, 
Hothfield, was started by a wood- 
burning stove. 

The man had lit a fire for his sis¬ 
ter to warm her house before she 
returned home. 

When he came back a couple of 
hours later, he noticed the kitchen 
lights were off and was confronted 
with thick, black acrid smoke. 

Firefighters from Charing and 
Ashford arrived just before 8pm 
and tackled the blaze. 

The brother, believed to be in his 
40s, was treated for smoke inhala¬ 
tion before being taken to William 
Harvey Hospital as a precaution. 

The blaze caused fire damage to 
the ground floor and the rest of the 
property suffered smoke damage. 

Farm death arrest 

ANOTHER man from Ashford has 
been arrested in connection with 
the death of Sussex farmer Julian 
Gardner. 

The 37-year-old was detained on 
Friday and taken to Eastbourne to 
be interviewed by police . He has 
been bailed until January 27. This 
is the eighth arrest in relation to 
the case. 

Five of the suspects are from 
Ashford with the others from 
Tunbridge Wells, Sandhurst and 
North Wales. Mr Gardner, 53, was 
found dead at his home in 
Robertsbridge on October 11. 


ASHFORD is to bear a larger bur¬ 
den under spending cuts announced 
by the Government on Monday as 
part of its latest funding settlement. 

The average drop in councils’ 
spending power across the country 
is 4.4 per cent. 

However, Ashford is to face a 
reduction of 8.9 per cent over two 
years. Along with Thanet, this is the 
highest figure in the county. 

Local authorities get about two- 
thirds of their funding direct from 
central government with the rest 
being raised through council tax, 
business rates and charging for 
services. 

With the Coalition Government 
announcing a freeze on local author¬ 
ities raising council tax, this means 
budgets are increasingly tight. 

Ashford Borough Council antici¬ 
pated the likely squeeze in its budg¬ 
et by making a five-year business 
plan. It hopes to reduce its spending 
by 15 per cent - about £3.7 million - 
over five years, through measures 
such as a pay freeze, reducing CCTV 
and reduced maintenance for parks 
and road verges. 

Eric Pickles, the Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local 
Government, said: “There has been 


a great deal of speculation and 
scaremongering about what the 
implications of the local government 
settlement might be. The reality is 
that despite the toughest economic 
circumstances in recent memory, 
the Coalition Government will 
ensure that next year the average 
reduction in councils’ spending 
power will be 4.4 per cent.” 

The Government says it wants to 
maintain levels of funding for the 
areas that most needed. 

“It will also give councils more 
control over what they can spend 
their money on and encourage vol¬ 
untary organisations to do more 
through its Localism Bill. 

Mr Pickles said: “Councils now 
have unprecedented freedoms over 
how to prioritise their money. 

“The need to reduce public spend¬ 
ing means this is a unique settle¬ 
ment, but also a unique opportunity 
for councils to show how efficient 
they can be, root out the wasteful 
spending that still exists and ensure 
money goes to the frontline public 
services.” 

Now that Ashford council knows 
the final figures from the 
Government, it will announce its 
final budget for 2011/12 in February.

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End of quango 
'not the end of 
growth plans'

COUNCIL leader Peter Wood has 
said he is still committed to 
Ashford’s growth, despite winding 
up the Ashford Future Company. 

He said: “We remain fully committed to 
growth and will continue to work with our 
partners and the new Local Enterprise 
Partnership to ensure Ashford remains a 
prosperous and vibrant growing town.” 

The decision, approved by the council 
Executive last Thursday, is because of the 
change in the economic climate and the new 
Government’s emphasis on localism. 

Cllr Wood said: “The Ashford’s Future 
Company has played an important part in 
securing funding and helping to deliver the 
growth programme to date. However, we are 
operating in different times. 

“It is prudent to reassess the most appro¬ 
priate way for Ashford to manage its 
growth.” 

Mr Wood said the town’s growth funding 
would now have to come from the new Local 
Enterprise Partnerships (LEPs), a combina¬ 
tion of local authorities and business. 

Ashford will be part of the Kent, Greater 
Essex and East Sussex LEP, the largest in 
the country. 

Mr Wood said he had already spoken to 
Government ministers about the borough’s 
future. 

He said: “At a recent reception at No 10 
Downing Street, I had the opportunity to out¬ 
line our approach for taking forward the 
growth of Ashford, and working with Bob 
Neill, the Minister for Local Government and 
Planning. He was very supportive.” 

Cllr Kevin Lynes, Kent County Council 
cabinet member for regeneration, said: “The 
regeneration of Ashford is critical in this part 
of Kent. However, under the coalition govern¬ 
ment we are in different times and our 
approach to delivery needs to reflect this.” 

Control over existing projects will now be 
transferred to Ashford council and Kent 
County Council. There will be a review of the 
growth programme over the next six months

and a bid for Regional Growth Funding. 

The Ashford’s Future Company was set up 
in November, 2008, to oversee Ashford’s 
growth agenda and provide new infrastruc¬ 
ture and key developments in the town. 

It successfully bid for schemes such as the 
improvements to Junction nine of the M20. 

At the council meeting, Cllr Neil Bell said: 
“Even if new funding is available, we have to 
go back to what is good for residents of 
Ashford.” 


Features add up to new public space 


THIS artist’s impression of how fencing 
around the new John Wallis Square will 
look has been revealed. 

The plaza will be the centrepiece to 
Victoria Way, a new town centre street 
south of the railway line in Ashford. 

Planners hope the road will help with 
development in the area and improve 
travelling choices for those coming to and 
from the town centre and station. 

Mathematician John Wallis was bom in 
Ashford and pioneered various theories 
such as the symbol for infinity. 

Bespoke architectural fencing will cre¬ 
ate a natural edge to the square. Different 
materials and finishes will be used to cre¬ 
ate an art trail, with etched text and sym¬ 
bols relating to John Wallis’s work. 

When completed the new route will 
have parking restrictions along the entire 
length and a 30mph speed limit reducing 



to 20mph either side of the school. 

Judith Armitt, managing director of 
Ashford’s Future, said: “John Wallis 
Square will be a fantastic public space for 
residents to enjoy, with seating, lighting 
and landscaping. This will be the focal 
point to the Victoria Way, which over time 
will face out on to shops, restaurants, 
cafes and homes.” 



Homelessness on the rise 


THE charity Shelter says the number of 
homeless households in the town has dou¬ 
bled. 

According to statistics from the 
Department for Communities and Local 
Government, 72 households were accepted as 
homeless by Ashford council, more than dou¬ 
ble than in the previous quarter. 

The charity also says the figures show 99 
households in Ashford will be spending 
Christmas in temporary accommodation. 

Nationally, the number of homeless accept¬ 
ances is up 17 per cent. 

Campbell Robb, chief executive of Shelter, 
said: “It is really worrying to see homeless¬ 
ness is on the rise. Shelter is urging anyone 
struggling with housing costs to seek advice. 
Our free housing helpline is there to help 
when things start to spiral out of control.”

Leisure centre's 
£l.lm makeover 

TENTERDEN Leisure Centre is to get a 
£1.1 million revamp. 

The building was opened by Princess 
Diana 20 years ago but is now beginning 
to show signs of its age. 

Ashford council’s executive agreed the 
new funding on Thursday. 

The money has been earmarked for the 
Tenterden Leisure Trust (TLT) which has 
secured a new and improved contract with 
the leisure providers Serco Leisure Ltd. 

The new contract no longer requires the 
council to make an annual operation sub¬ 
sidy to the centre. It will save £96,000, in 
exchange for an agreement to fund a set 
of phased improvements to the centre. 

Renovation 

Portfolio holder for culture at Ashford 
council Cllr Bernard Heyes said: “The 
Leisure Centre is in need of renovation 
and improvements, to accommodate the 
town’s growing population. 

“In our recent public survey on council 
services, residents highlighted leisure and 
sport as a priority for them, so any rev¬ 
enue savings we make must not be to the 
detriment of this highly valued facility.” 

Proposed improvements to the build¬ 
ing include refurbishing the swimming 
changing rooms, adding more showers 
and lockers, new gym equipment, new 
furniture for the reception and main 
hall, and improving the health suite and 
Rainbow Room. 

There are also plans to convert one of 
the underused squash courts to a free 
weights area joined to the main gym. 

Chairman of TLT John Rymer-Jones 
said: “This will be a fitting reward for the 
loyalty and patience our 1,000 members 
have shown us over the years.” 


THE Government wants to make it 
easier for people to make changes to 
their own homes. 

The move is part of its Localism Bill and will 
also give them more control of planning in their 
area. 

The coalition says the planning system is too 
bureaucratic. Last year councils spent more 
money on making planning decisions despite a 
downturn in the number of applications. 

But councillors do not believe this will mean 
people will end up building anything they 
want. 

Cllr Richard Honey, Ashford’s portfolio holder 
for development management, said: “It seems 
to make sense that relatively small develop¬ 
ments should not be subject to the same rigor¬ 
ous and demanding system as urban exten¬ 
sions or shopping centres. 

“This is trying to strike a more sensible bal¬ 
ance. It will still be subject to reasonable lim¬ 
its.” 

Under the new proposals residents will be 
able to form what are described as ‘neighbour-

hoods’ giving them a say in how they want 
development to happen in their area. They will 
then have to be formally recognised by the local 
authority. 

Mr Honey, a solicitor who specialises in plan¬ 
ning, said the change would mean current con¬ 
sultations such as parish plans will actually 
have power to influence decisions. 

He said: “This will give them a real status 
that will mean something. I think the 
Government is trusting people to be grown up 
about planning. If they say they don’t want 
development of any kind it is not going to help 
things. People will have to take a sensible view 
of things.” 

Mr Honey gave the example of a village that 
might agree to a small amount of housing so its 
schools and shops could be sustainable or agree 
to building bungalows so older people could 
stay in the area. 

He said: “If it turns out it is hijacked by the 
nimby lobby it won’t get anywhere. We need a

cross section of society with an interest in their 
village or their part of Ashford to set out realis¬ 
tic plans for the future.” 

The new legislation will also mean an end to 
back gardens being classified as brownfield 
sites making them easier to build on and mini¬ 
mum density targets which meant at least 30 
homes had to be built on every hectare of land. 

Mr Honey said he hoped the new legislation 
would encourage people to get more involved in 
local issues. 

He said: “This is the whole approach from the 
Coalition Government. If you give people more 
responsibility they will be keener to do the job.”

Can you tell us a bit about the history of the museum?

A lt started back in the 1930s, when two peo¬ 
ple at the East Mailing agricultural 
research station started collecting tools and 
machinery that had been used in the past. 

They were part-time lecturers at Wye College, 
and started to gather the collection there, where 
it continued to expand. In the 1950s, the college 
bought this property and 100 acres of land that 
went with it for its farm. 

They did not need the bam for agricultural 
purposes, so it was decided to move the collec¬ 
tion herein the mid 1990s, the college could 
not afford to keep the museum any longer, so a 
charitable trust was formed so we could buy 
the bam and run the museum. 

How old is the bam and what do you keep in it? 

A lt dates back to the 1300s and is one of the 
best original examples of a great-aisled 
bam in Kent. The collection centres on agricul¬ 
tural items that were used in the county 
before the age of the internal combustion 
engine and electricity. The objects range from 
small hand tools that would have been used by 
farm workers to quite large machinery, such 
as wagons and ploughs. The smaller items are 
kept in an oast house on the site. 

Q Do you think people are becoming more interested in 
how food was grown and the history of farming? 


A Yes, not only in the ways that things were 
done in general, but also the lessons we 
might be able to learn from the past. When we 
get children in here they are fascinated that so 
many people were involved in agriculture and 
how they used the machines. 

I What sort of visitors do you get? 

A Our visitor profile is mainly children and the 
older generation. That can be very helpful, 
because older visitors come along who worked in 
farming and teach us things we did not know. 

J| How did your involvement with the museum begin? 

A I used to teach biology at Wye, and in the 
last few years I moved into administration 
and one of those responsibilities was secretary 
of the museum. When the trust was formed I 
was asked to continue and at that point I 
became a lot more involved. It is run entirely 
by volunteers but we have very supportive 
members of the board. 

||j What is the importance of museums like this? 

A Like any museum, it is important to help 
understand the present by having a good 
understanding of the past. More specifically 
for agriculture it plays an important role in 
our social history. After all we have been farm¬ 


ing almost since the beginning of history, and 
food production is vital to our survival.

What is your favourite item in the museum? 


A There are many, but one is a veiy big metal 
hat associated with the hop industry. When 
dried hops were being shovelled into huge sacks 
it was done in an Oast House. The sack hung 
through the floor and one man would be put in 
the sack to trample the hops down as it was 
filled. He would slowly rise out of the sack as he 
did so. He was given this great big hat with a 
massive brim to protect him from the hops as 
they were thrown down over him below. 

How do you see the future of the museum developing? 

A We are trying to grow our ties with inter¬ 
ested groups and local schools to get more 
visitors. We are actually full of objects and 
have very little more room for large items. For 
example, we have a large threshing machine 
which we have no room for. Unfortunately, 
because our buildings are all Grade 1 listed we 
can’t add to them anymore. However, we do 
want to build up our archives particularly in 
areas such as film and video. 

The museum is open Saturdays and 
Sundays from May to September. To find out 
more or arrange a visit call curator Brian 
Wimsett on 01304 824969 or e-mail brianwim- 
sett@hotmail.com.

Message to Southeastern Trains - commuters are also taxpayers, says Trevor Moss.. 



SO THERE I was, on a high-speed train, 
having got on, on time, at Folkestone 
West and heading for London. 

But sure enough and yet again, found myself at 
Omph while sitting outside Ashford station waiting 
for the connecting units to trundle down the track 
from Canterbury. The outcome being another delayed 
connection made at the platform. 

I question whether Ashford station platform is the 
right place for rolling stock to be connected, particu¬ 
larly Hitachi class 395 rolling stock. 

The number of computer crashes as a result of cob¬ 
bling two trains together makes a joke of the premi¬ 
um fare high-speed service. 

Apparently no changes to the timetable are antici¬ 
pated to provide for independent trains to run down 
the line and back from their respective branches until 
2012, the same year that London Olympics authorities 
plan to commandeer all these trains for weeks, with 
Southeastern’s full consent, to run between St Pancras 
and Stratford, to the detriment of regular users. 

Anyway, I dutifully completed the questionnaire 
given to me en route asking for my views on 
Southeastern. It was a pathetic attempt to placate 
travellers by asking for their opinions after the lack of 
services due to the wintry weather of the previous 
week. This list of half-baked questions were not the 
ones I really wanted to ask or answer. Like, how on 
earth does Southeastern justify the hike in fares by 


up to 12 per cent when people are getting zero per 
cent salary reviews and an unreliable service? 

If we were in France, we’d all be refusing to pay fare 
increases. In fact, in France, there would be a week of 
demonstrations where people would storm the trains 
and refuse to pay fares at all. Now there’s a thought. 

Of course, we know what the cop-out statement on 
fare rises is going to say: “But the Government has 
reduced subsidies, therefore the traveller has to bear 
the brunt, not the taxpayer.” 

Well, Mr Southeastern representative, I am a tax¬ 
payer and a commuter, but I don’t see any tax rebate 
coming from the Government in relation to its 
reduced obligations to fund the rail network. 

To cap it all, on the way home, I got to the station to 
find, yes you’ve guessed it, that the Folkestone-bound 
high-speed train was terminated at St Pancras, once 
more due to technical difficulties. 

While waiting for half an hour at a bleak Stratford 
International I saw four trains head in the direction 
of St Pancras, but no one at Southeastern thought to 
turn one of these around to form a replacement serv¬ 
ice. Eventually, it was standing room only on the next 
train. 

With the level of criticism Southeastern is getting, 
from Kent MPs to the daily customer, this company 
isn’t the future of travel in Kent but will be recog¬ 
nised as part of the failed history of privatisation of 
the rail network in this county. The sooner 
Southeastern loses its franchise the better.

Hidden agenda of 
insurance 'myths' 

How interesting that while insurers 
continue to swamp the media with 
stories perpetuating the myth of 
the compensation culture, the 
media has barely mentioned the 
House of Commons Transport 
Committee inquiry into the cost of 
motor insurance. 

A cynic might be forgiven for 
thinking that this is because insur¬ 
ers don’t want any attention 
focused on insurance premiums 
which have rocketed in the past 
couple of years out of all proportion 
to their own ‘fudged’ statistics on 
the supposed increase costs of 
claims. The insurers blame the 
lawyers, yet legal costs have been 
fixed for the vast majority of road 
traffic accident claims since 2003. 

And significantly reduced costs 
were agreed with the insurance 
industry only six months ago to a 
point where, frankly, they cannot go 
any lower without effectively leav¬ 
ing innocent victims to either pay 
their own legal fees or fend for 
themselves. 

Furthermore, insurers receive 
substantial income in referral fees 
themselves. These come from credit 
hire companies for passing on 
details of their own innocent policy 
holders who have suffered road 
traffic accidents, and from solicitors 
to whom insurers ‘sell’ their own 
innocent policy holders’ claims. 

It is a scandal of national propor¬ 
tions that an insurance industry 
which receives a guaranteed 
income stream in the form of com¬ 
pulsory third party insurance - and 
receives referral fees for effectively 
encouraging people to claim for 
their road traffic injury - should be 
allowed to clobber innocent 
motorists with premium increases 
which they then try and blame on 
everyone else in the market but 
themselves.

Generations failed 
by public servants 

Public health, like public protec¬ 


tion, public transport - anything 
that requires service providers’ 
dedication to faithful duty, consid¬ 
ering they are taxpayer funded or 
subsidised, instead have assidu¬ 
ously denied us basic universal 
appropriate services. 

For generations they have failed 
us with impunity having flouted 
due diligence and best practice. 

From my own efforts to 
“engage” I am certain the respon¬ 
sibility lies with mismanagement. 

I was misled by semantics, PR 
and witnessed wilful twisting of 
statutory legislation to drop stan¬ 
dards and cut essential infrastruc¬ 
ture and staff - for example axing 
A&E with the blessing of GPs 
involved in replacing Queen 
Mary’s Sidcup A&E with inferior 
urgent care. 

The undeserved status, terms 
and conditions for such culprits’ 
misuse, abuse and exploitation of 
the public trust is rewarded by 
personal profit and political gain 
even though it is a government 
pyramid that has vandalised the 
NHS, intent on fully exploiting 
revenue generation (best 
described by Rupert Thurgo’s let¬ 
ter about TV Licensing threats, 
wanting to fly easyJet but paying 
extra to BA for nothing). 

I found Alison Barnett ineffec¬ 
tive at Bexley Care Trust, so I am 
not surprised that in common 
with health professionals, train 
operators in our region, the wrong 
“directors” are making disastrous 
decisions that impact adversely on 
us not them. 


I remember asking the GP head 
of the local executive committee 
and NHS trust members more 
than ten years ago to tackle poor 
nutritional values and harmful 
additives in mucked-up processed 
food either by authorising us to 
contact food manufacturers and 
supermarkets or doing it through 
GPs/public health. I was rudely 
told that was for government to 
do. 

In my family we are prone to 
asthma, diabetes, heart disease, 
eczema and blindness through our 
compromised immune systems 
that react with inflammatory 
chronic conditions. None of this 
was ever acknowledged nor did I 
get any monitoring or support 
even when my health suffered. 

Like Ian MacMillan’s blog on 
divorce in 1980s, I have learned to 
ask the right questions and ended 
up learning that only a carotid 
artery scan can detect that the 
heart is struggling with blocked 
arteries. 

Blood tests cannot, yet how 
many lipid clinics and artery scan¬ 
ners are there for the population? 

My introduction to the caring 
public health and GPs of Bexley, 
who were then as now supposed to 
work in partnership with local 
councils was eye-watering. 

It is my opinion that partnership 
whether with police or any of the 
above named is a paper exercise of 
targets and unrealistic wish-lists 
that are rarefy if ever met but get 
ticked anyway. 

Human fallibility at its worst 
resides in the management com¬ 
mittees and the willing ‘yes’ per¬ 
sons further down the pyramid. 

I won an award for a disease 
prevention, health-enhancing pro¬ 
gramme which would have trained 
up all kinds of health profession¬ 
als from physios, occupational 
therapists, nurses and doctors to 
carry out group consultations on 
community allotments/parkland 
walking tracks complete with on¬ 
site halls and kitchens to provide 
nutritious meals to patients dur¬ 
ing the day. 

Children, students, the Prince’s 
Trust, Probation Service all want¬ 
ed to get involved but were 
blocked and we were vilified by 
the not-for-value PCT, council 
leader, his underlings and unhelp¬ 
ful GPs who responded to my lob¬ 
bying by saying they had better 
things to do, or offered us only 
congratulations but no positive 
action. 

Without the genuine backing 
and goodwill of these gatekeepers 
we got nowhere. Several older, 
active and generous supporters 
from that time have died, disillu¬ 
sioned and saddened by the hostil¬ 
ity of MPs, politicians and their 
henchmen. 

Eighty per cent NHS funding 
would be better left as individual 
untaxed health allowance or at 
least distributed back to adults 
from tax paid. 

I know my family would not 
waste our medical/health 
allowances and that we would get 
better choices and options. 

Anyone who did waste their 
allowance would not get extra.

Father of four 'panicked' when he saw police

Jail for husband 
who pushed his 
wife onto sofa 

WHEN Jason Apps pushed his wife onto 
a sofa after he discovered she’d found 
another man it resulted in prison. 

Normally such a minor assault would¬ 
n’t end with a jail sentence but Apps, 41, 
had hurt his wife before when he threw a 
vase at her. 

He was on a suspended sentence and 
Sittingboume Magistrates felt they had 
no alternative. 

The court heard Apps and his partner 
were living an uneasy truce in the same 
house in Grovehurst Avenue, Kemsley. 

He was living upstairs and she lived 
downstairs, only communicating by text. 

James Nichols, prosecuting, said Apps 
came down and saw his wife was talking 
about her new love on Facebook. He 
pushed her away onto the sofa and she 
complained to police. 

He admitted assaulting her. 

During interviews with police, Apps 
said he was smoking 30 cannabis joints a 
day because it helped him with his agro¬ 
phobia. He was in breach of a suspended 
sentence for possessing dope and one for 
the previous assault. 

Geoff Playford, defending, said: “After 
10 years his partner said she’d found 
another man and was intending to leave 
him. It was a very minor assault and 
shouldn’t have attracted a custodial 
sentence. He doesn’t live in an ideal 
situation because it attracts a high level 
of friction.” 

Chairman of the bench Colin Drake 
said magistrates had no alternative but 
to send him to jail for 105 days.

AMAZED traffic cops chased Ryan 
Boswell at speeds of up to 80mph 
through Boughton and Faversham, 
a court was told. 

Boswell, 26, drove through a red light at 
Brenley Comer, narrowly missing an oncoming 
car, and accelerated as he tried to throw police 
off his trail. He was finally stopped on the out¬ 
skirts of town. 

The defendant, of Priory Place, Faversham, 
admitted dangerous driving, failing to stop 
when requested by a constable, and having no 
insurance or driving licence at Sittingboume 
Magistrates Court. 

James Nichols, prosecuting, said Boswell’s 
Frontera 4x4 was spotted travelling at speed in 
Courtenay Road, Dunkirk. 

As it drove down the road it clipped the kerb 
twice and officers sped off in pursuit. 

He said: “As it approached the A2 slip road 
the officers put on sirens and flashed their 
main beam but it didn’t stop. 

“As it approached the roundabout at Brenley 
Comer it drove through a red light, causing a 
car coming through a green light to brake 
sharply. As it approached Faversham it was 
doing 80mph in a 30mph zone.” 

He was finally stopped at Hilton Close. 

Boswell, who was under the drink drive limit, 


told police he only drove because a lady friend 
was unfit and it wasn’t his car. 

The father of four defended himself. 

He said: “I wanted to get home to my children. 
I made the wrong decision to help somebody 
and I panicked when I saw police. I’m sorry for 
putting other people in danger. I could have 
harmed somebody.” 


Boswell was given a 90 day prison sentence 
suspended for a year, 200 hours community 
work and was also banned from driving for 
18 months. 

Chairman of the bench Colin Drake said: 
“You were a risk to the public. You disregarded 
an officer of the law and ran a red light nearly 
causing a collision.”

I’LL admit that when I 
first took the Blue Mikey 
out of its box and plugged 
it into my iPod touch, I 
was dubious. 

I mean, how good can a micro¬ 
phone you plug into an iPod dock 
really be? 

I was pleasantly surprised. 

For a start, it’s small and sturdy 
with a solid hinge that allows it to 
be best positioned to record what¬ 
ever it is you need to record. 

And the sound it captures is 
both rich and crisp when you con¬ 
sider the mic’s compact size. 

The Mikey plus iPod combo 
turns the already-versatile Touch 
into the perfect field-recording 
tool. For journalists wishing to 
record an interview it’s fast and 
simple, but the recording quality 
is also good enough for podcasts 
and perhaps even radio. 

With this in mind, the Blue 
FiRe recording software (down¬ 
loadable from the App Store) is 
the way to go. 

This free app, written specially 
to work with the Mikey, is 
optomised to get the best out of 
the miniscule microphone and it 
really does work. 

But voice recording is all very 
well... what about a real chal¬ 
lenge? 

I’m in a folk band called Los 
Salvadores, and often at band 
practice we’ve used the terrible 
microphones on our mobiles to 
record ideas, simply as a memory 
aid. This works to an extent, as 
long as all you’re trying to cap¬ 
ture is a quick snatch of singing 
or a guitar line here and there. 
Add in much more and it quickly 
becomes the sonic equivalent of a 
muddy puddle. 

But recording whole songs with 
the whole six-piece band would be 
a powerful writing tool. Could the 
Mikey be the answer to providing 
instant reference demos? Could a 
mic this small really record six 
instruments with enough clarity 
and separation to draw meaning¬ 
ful conclusions about a track?

I decided to put the mic to the 
ultimate test, and set up the 
Mikey- equipped Touch at a prac¬ 
tice. I say set up... I launched 
Blue FiRe, pressed record and left 
it on a stool. 

I was pleasantly surprised by 
the result. Forget phone micro¬ 
phones, the Mikey is in a different 
league. I’m not saying you can 
forgo full-blown studio set-ups 
quite yet, but if you are a musi¬ 
cian needing a fast and con- 
veinient audio reference tool, you 
can do a lot worse (and pay a lot 
more) that this second gen Mikey. 

And the fun doesn’t stop there. 
Blue added a line input for 
recording guitars, and the Blue 
FiRe app includes a number of 
export options, so you can record 
a track and send it to a web serv¬ 
er to be downloaded and edited in 
the future. 

It’s conceivable that you and a 
number of Mikey-equipped mates 
could indulge in some pretty high 
quality online collaborations 
using nothing more than the 
plug-in mics and basic editing 
software.

IT’S more than 50 years 
since Tintin, the cub 
reporter and cartoon charac¬ 
ter who has since become 
one of Belgium’s best-loved 
exports, first set foot in 
Jordan with his faithful lieu¬ 
tenants Captain Haddock 
and Snowy the dog. 

His adventures there provide the 
backdrop for a film to be released 
next year by Steven Spielberg and 
co-director Peter Jackson. 

Of course, Jordan tourist wallahs 
can hardly believe their luck. 

One tour operator, On The Go 
Tours, has won the backing of 
Moulinsart (holder of the rights to 
the Tintin adventures) to start guid¬ 
ed adventure tours taking in the 
Wadi Rum desert, the Dead Sea, the 
Red Sea and Petra, and I was lucky 
enough to experience an early taste 
of what visitors can expect. 

The local agent collected us at 
Jordan’s capital, Amman, with a 
comfy 25-seater coach and a cool box 
- a wonderful forethought in this 
sweltering country. 

Our first port of call was the Dead 
Sea, and en route we spotted the 
twinkling city lights of Jerusalem. 

Our four-star hotel overlooking 
the beach was clean and spacious 
with welcoming staff. 

Buffet breakfast next morning 
was such an interesting mix of 
British, continental and Jordanian 
fare that I expected to become the 
first person to sink in the sea’s salty 
water. 

Floating in the Dead Sea is a sur¬ 
real experience. It’s so salty that 


cuts sting like fury on entry into the 
water, but once you lie back and shut 
your eyes it’s glorious. 

I washed back to the shore like 
flotsam after keeping my eyes shut 
for a bit too long - which gave me an 
incentive to cover myself in Dead 
Sea mud, provided free on the beach. 

We then headed towards our next 
stop - Little Petra. Dropped off in 
the hills a few miles from the hotel, 
we found Arabian horses waiting to 
transport us the final distance. 
Guides led us along the A1 Hasanat 
path and two hours later we stopped 
for a glass of sweet black tea which 
replenished our energy levels to 
complete the journey to the hotel. 

The next day it was off to the 
Unesco heritage site of Petra - the 
Rose City. Featured in the Tintin 
story Red Sea Sharks, it’s well known 
as the place where the Holy Grail is 


guarded in Spielberg’s Indiana 
Jones And The Last Crusade. 

After walking just over a mile we 
emerged between the rock faces to 
the sight of the Treasury, Petra’s 
most elaborate ruin which is hewn 
into a sandstone cliff. Wadi Rum did¬ 
n’t disappoint. Dropped off at the 
edge of the desert, we boarded a Jeep 
to get into the heart of the landscape, 
passing sand dunes and camel 
herders. The area is peaceful, relax¬ 
ing and breathtakingly beautiful. 

The full Tintin tour also includes 
two days at the Red Sea, with a boat 
trip to the Pharaon Islands and the 
chance of snorkelling. There's also a 
free day to relax before transferring 
to Amman for the journey home. 

No doubt the Spielberg film will be 
wonderful - but it won’t match the 
thrill of retracing Tintin’s route 
across Jordan.

Enjoy the last in the Narnia series, 
but it won't be a tearful farewell

THERE’S action and adventure 
ahoy in the third book of CS 
Lewis’s enchanting Narnia series, 
published back in the 1950s. 

Following on from the daring escapades of 
Prince Caspian, The Voyage of the Dawn 
Treader sets sail without the two eldest 
Pevensie children, Peter (William Moseley) 
and Susan (Anna Popplewell), and press- 
gangs some fresh talent to carry the series into 
the choppy waters of the fourth book, The 
Silver Chair. 

Director Michael Apted bows down to the 
current fad of 3D format but this version of the 
film barely takes advantage of the eye-pop- 
ping possibilities. 

Most of the cast return with the notable 
absence of Eddie Izzard as the voice of sword- 
wielding mouse, Reepicheep. 

He’s replaced by Simon Pegg, who rouses the 
cast into action by telling the children: “There 
is no honour in turning away from adventure.” 

The film opens with Peter away at universi¬ 
ty and Susan in America, consigning Lucy 
(Georgie Henley) and Edmund (Skandar 
Keynes) to a miserable stay with stuffy cousin, 
Eustace Scrubb (Will Poulter). 

He collects insects and can’t think of any¬ 
thing nicer than pinning his relatives to the 
wall like butterfly specimens. 

“Note to self: investigate the legal ramifica¬ 
tions of impaling relatives,” he writes in his 
journal. 

During a fight between Edmund and 
Eustace, a painting in the guest bedroom mag¬ 
ically transports all three children to Narnia 
and on to the titular vessel captained by 
Drinian (Gary Sweet). 

Eustace is aghast but Lucy and Edmund set¬ 
tle in quickly as Namian royalty, reuniting 
with King Caspian (Ben Barnes) and 
Reepicheep (Pegg) aboard The Dawn Treader. 

It transpires that Caspian is on a quest to 
locate the swords of seven lost noblemen and

the Pevensie children pledge their support, 
encountering the White Witch (Tilda Swinton) 
and the majestic lion Aslan (Liam Neeson) 
along the way. 

“Until you lay down the seventh sword, evil 
has the upper hand,” reveals the magician 


Coriakin (Bille Brown). 

“To defeat the darkness out there, you must 
defeat the darkness inside yourself,” he adds 
helpfully. 

The Voyage of the Dawn Treader is the most 
crudely constructed of the films, loosely stitch¬

ing together the set pieces with comical alter¬ 
cations between Eustace and his courageous 
cousins. 

Inevitably, the new boy discovers the hero 
within, while Lucy learns valuable lessons 
about self-confidence and beauty. 

Production design is impressive and the 
script introduces two monsters for the special 
effects-heavy finale that should delight 
younger audiences. 

Poulter matures from comic relief to would- 
be hero - he’s the central character of the 
fourth book - while Henley and Keynes make 
the most of their underwritten roles before 
they too bid a tearful farewell to their fantas¬ 
tical friends. 

Our eyes remain dry.

parking assistance and all-wheel drive. 

The engine line-up is all turbocharged - 
what did you expect from the turbo master 
brand? - and includes a 1.6-litre petrol unit 
that concedes little in performance to the 
slightly dearer diesel entry model, though fuel 
consumption is markedly inferior. 

The 160PS (157bhp) 2.0-litre TiD Vector SE 
diesel we tested feels heavy and, like standard 
versions of the Insignia - not as nimble as you 
come to expect from BMW and Audi rivals. 

But the ride comfort and long-distance cruis¬ 
ing ability is impressive, with loads of space 
for those in the back and a massive boot. 

The cabin isn’t gaudy or innovative, but just 
carefully laid out in the Saab way; aficionados 
like to think Saab dashboards can trace their 
lineage back to the aviation parent company. 

The powertrain and six-speed auto gearbox 
matches this refinement and the front-end 
styling won’t let you down in the office car park. 

I think the designer’s hand strayed a little 
towards the rear of the car, but this opinion 
started a lively debate whenever I raised it 
with colleagues, so it’s one of those “beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder” motors.

Maintenance skills lost 
on younger generation 

DIY knowledge that used to be passed 
down through the generations is now 
being “lost in the midst of time”, 
Homebuilding & Renovating magazine 
has said. 

The comments follow research by Saga 
Home Insurance, based in Sandgate, 
which found that younger people are 
now far more likely to rely on profession¬ 
al help to fix problems in the home, 
rather than carry out work themselves. 

According to the report, 18 per cent of 
adults under the age of 40 would pay a 
tradesman to repair leaking or broken 
pipes in their property, compared to five 
per cent who would attempt to mend 
them personally. 

Jason Orme, editor of Homebuilding & 
Renovating, said many younger home- 
owners now work such long hours that 
performing home improvement tasks in 
their spare time is the ‘last thing they 
want to do”. 

“There is no question that many young 
people don’t tend to have those basic DIY 
maintenance skills anymore and it is 
disappointing” he added. 

The research from Saga revealed over- 
50s were three times more likely than 
under-35s to repair pipes, while more than 
a quarter of the older age group would 
replace missing roof tiles, compared with 
just one per cent of their younger peers. 

Market trends causing 
increase in cost to rent 

INCREASED demand and a fall in 
the supply of new properties led to a 
rise in rents in the three months to the 
end of October, the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors (RICS) has 
reported. 

In its latest survey, 39 per cent more 
surveyors reported seeing an increase, 
rather than a fall, in rents compared 
with a positive balance of 27 per cent 
during the previous three months. 

The reading is now at its highest since 
the second quarter of 2007, tenant 
demand having been boosted by a short¬ 
age of mortgage finance and lenders’ 
demands for high deposits. 

Across the UK, London saw the biggest 
increase in rental prices and even 
prospects in the North, where rents have 
been falling, took a turn for the better. 

The Institution’s spokesperson, Jeremy 
Leaf, said: “The lettings sector has 
become increasingly strong over the past 
nine months, in contrast to the housing 
market which continues to slow.” 



South East the best in UK as 
house price slump continues 
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■ BY NICK AMES 

THE LATEST house price index 
from the Nationwide Building 
Society has revealed a 0.3 per cent 
fall for the month of November 
compared with October - the 
fourth time in five months that 
prices registered a fall. 

The latest fall means house prices are now 
just 0.4 per cent higher than this time last 
year, with the average UK home costing 
£163,398. 

However, regional variations continue to 
be a factor - with the South East performing 
better than other parts of the UK. 

Worst figures are for the north of England 
and Scotland while analysts say good rail and 
road links and an increase in demand for 
coastal homes have been factors in making the 
local market less affected. 

But Nationwide’s chief economist Martin 
Gahbauer said house price declines are 
unlikely to accelerate “in the months ahead”. 

“There is little to indicate that these sellers 
need to achieve a sale urgently for financial 
or economic reasons which means the down¬ 
ward pressure on house prices is only modest,” 
he said. 

There is little good news surrounding the 
housing market currently. 

Earlier this week housing intelligence group 
Hometrack revealed their house prices figures 
for England and Wales fell for the fifth consec¬ 
utive month in November. 

According to Hometrack house prices fell by 
0.8 per cent in the month to £155,000. 

Other housing surveys suggest the market is 
cooling. The Land Registry reported a 0.8 per

cent fall in house prices for the month of 
October, while figures revealed a slump in the 
number of homes sold in October in the UK. 

Expectations 

According to government statistics 79,000 
homes worth at least £40,000 or more were 
sold in the month, a fall of 11 per cent on an 
annual basis. 

The number of new mortgages approved in 
the month fell to 30,766, down from 31,058 in 
September - representing the lowest level 


since March 2009 - when the country was in 
the midst of its worst recession in decades. 

The figures confounded analysts expecta¬ 
tions of a rise to 31,300 and continue to 
suggest the mortgage market will remain 
subdued over the coming months. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders and the 
Bank of England have both reported falls in 
mortgage lending over recent months. 

Meanwhile, house prices are expected to con¬ 
tinue to come under pressure as new instruc¬ 
tions continue to outstrip buyer demand. 


Householders encouraged to insulate their homes

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Jarre admits summer upheaval

MARTIN van Jaarsveld has 
revealed that he did look at his 
options away from St Lawrence 
this summer, but has confirmed he 
will be lining up for Kent in 
Division Two next season. 

The South African was rumoured to be 
among a group of players concerned about 
Kent’s precarious financial state towards the 
end of last season. Interest in the batsman, 
who has consistently scored more than 1,000 
runs a season in his six years at Kent, resur¬ 
faced, this time from Lancashire. 

The 36-year-old had previously turned down 
an offer to captain Surrey during the 2009 
summer, instead signing a three-year contract 
at St Lawrence, but concerns about whether 
the club could add to its wafer-thin playing 
staff had the dressing room fearing the worst. 

Now van Jaarsveld, who preferred not to 
comment on speculation about his future dur¬ 
ing the season, has lifted the lid on the reasons 
why he looked elsewhere, but is now ultimate¬ 
ly committed to helping Kent back to the 
County Championship’s Division One. 

“The permutations were pretty much family 
orientated,” he said, speaking from his home 
in Pretoria. “At one stage in the summer I was

the club; whether there would be any backing 
to bring in new blood or sign a few new 
bowlers. It came across that things at the club 
were pretty tight. The picture painted at the 
time was pretty bleak, but now the develop¬ 
ment has started there’s been talk of an over¬ 
seas bowler and that’s really had an input and 
changed the picture. 

“It was more of a career point of view and a 
family point of view that maybe I looked else¬ 
where. But at the moment I am pretty happy 
at Kent and I’m looking forward to helping the 


g boys back into the first division.” 
f Recruiting a bowler or two is high on the 
> wish-list for next season, although finances 
and the availability of players as a result of the 
22 Indian Premier League will determine 
whether that comes off. Wayne Parnell, the 
South African left-arm seamer who spent 
some time at Kent in 2009, is one potential 
target and van Jaarsveld believes adding to 
the bowling stocks is a step that needs to be 
taken. 

“It’s massive. No disrespect to the guys who 
bowled this season, but we need someone with 
the X factor up front,” he said. “If you can get a 
team on the ropes early doors and if you want 
to win any four-day game, you have to get 20 
wickets. 

“[Parnell] did really well when he was here 
before and the added incentive if he were to 
come back was that he brings Treddy [James 
Tredwell] into the game. If Pamy could come, 
it would be a really good signing for us.” 

The Transvaal-born right-hander, who 
played nine Test matches and 11 One-Day 
Internationals for his country, plans to spend 
the winter in South Africa working on his 
game, but is yet to decide whether to play any 
club cricket. 

• Three Kent youngsters have signed new 
development contracts at St Lawrence. 

Left-hand batsman Chris Piesley and 
off-spinner Adam Riley have signed one- 
year deals , while former England under-
